42 families leave homes 


Madison County officials are asking vol 
unteers and sightseers to stay away from 
Chouteau Island 
“The island was flooded when a@ levee 
burst Thursday morning. 

“The more lonesome we are down 
there, the better off we are,’’ county 
Emergency Management Agency Director 
Lanny Darr said. 

About 42 families were evacuated at 
about 3 p.m. Wednesday, 18 hours before

Floodwaters broke through the levee 

ing the island at about 8:15 a.m 
Thursday. The island, located between 
the Mississippi River ‘and the Chain of 
Rocks Canal, also had flooded in 1973. 

The Chain of Rocks Recycling and Dis- 
posal Facility on the island was shut 
down at about 9 a.m. Thursday, 45 min- 
utes after a 250-foot stretch of the lev 
collapsed, said Jim Nowld, regional vi 
‘president’ for Waste Management of Met 
ro East, which owns the landfill 

“There doesn’t appear to be any envi- 
ronmental threat atthis point since the 
facility is protected by berms and addi- 
tional cover we laid down. We have sus- 
pended operations as a precautionary 
measure,” Nowld said. 

Sandbagging efforts at the levee on the 
Mississippi River side of the island were 
called off Wednesday afternoon after it 


became apparent there was no way to 
hold off the water, Darr said. 

Those evacuated were taken to a tem- 
porary American Red Cross shelter at the 
Chouteau Township .Building on Thorn- 
gate Drive. Food arid tetanus shots were 
being provided. 

All of those evacuated had found more 
permanent shelter by Friday morning, 
said Red Cross volunteer Elmér Dehn. 

Canoes and rowboats were the primary 
source of transportation Thursday morn 
ing as residents traversed the flood 
waters to inspect the damage ,to their 
homes, many of which were under sever- 
al-feet of water ——_ 

An emergency services “command post 
was established at the foot of the Canal 
Bridge. County emergency services per 
sonnel, state police, Red Cross volunteers 
and ambulance personnel were on hand to 
tackle emergencies t 

“Please, no sightseers," said Madison 
County Sheriff Bob Churchich, ‘who has 
posted deputies on Chain of Rocks Road 
to keep everyone but“residents off the 
island. 

Residents were being allowed to go 
back to their homes to retrieve personal 
property, Churchich said. However, coun- 
ty Officials said they could not predict 
how long it would be before the island is

$13.4 million city budget studied

Granite City is considering a budget of 
more than $13.4 million for the current fiscal 

ear. ‘ 

1 SWhile the city’s fiscal year runs from May 
1 through April 30, city leaders are just now 
putting the final touches on a proposed gen- 
eral fynd budget for 1993-94. 

The proposed budget lists expected reve- 
nue of $12,743,105 and expenditures of 
$13,415,896 — resulting in a projected $672,791 
shortfall for the year. 2 

The shortfall would eat into an estimated 


deficit, expenditures last year came in well 
under budget and resulted in a surplus of. 
nearly $718,000 to add to.the $1,362,000 
already on hand. 

The proposed budget provides for no raises 
for union city ernployees except for a 3.5 
percent salary increase for police officers as 
set forth in a contract settlement decided by 
an arbitrator earlier this year. 

Negotiations are currently under way with 
all of the other unions representing city

— a decrease of more than 10

informed us that it will have no 
choice under state law but to 


delay the paychecks for nearly

employees if a state budget 
not in place,”’ said Henry Bayer, 
AFSCME Council 31 executive 
director 

“And within a week, pe 
checks will be delayed for tei 
of thousands of additional work 
ers.” 

He said that. if it becomes 
clear that a final budget agree 
ment cannot be reached before 
the end of this weekend, it is the 
responsibility of the leaders of 
this state to pass a temporary 
budget containing sufficient 
funds -for the comptrotter to 
issue paychecks on time for the 
next payroll period 

Bayer said the governor called 
for a temporary budget the last 
time this situation developed, in 
1991, and the AFSCME_ urged 
him and leaders of the General 


Assembly to support such a solu: 
tion this time 

“In addition to the hardships a 
payless payday would impose 
upon employees and their fami- 
lies, it is our belief that the fail 
ure of the state to issue pz 
checks promptly is a violation of 
federal law,’” Bayer said 

“We are prepared to go into 
federal court if the budget stand- 
off is not resolved.”’ 

He said state employees have 
continued to diligently provide 
public services to the citizens of 
Illinois despite thousands of lay 
offs in the past two years. 

‘IL would be grossly unfair, as 
well as a severe blow to the 
morale of the state and universi 
ty work force, if employees are

Emergency Management Agency Director Gary Schuchardt said 
the controlled release was better than doing nothing. Without some 
type of relief.on the levee, officials feared the it would blow out 
and swamp residents, he said. 

Civil engineer Len Ross of the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
had predicted a levee break if something was Yiot done to relieve 
the pressure. 

“What we wanted to do was avoid the sudden rush and the 
churning that-could tear _up the levee,” said Ross, who is responsi 
ble for the river from Portage des Sioux, Mo., to Jefferson Bar- 
racks. 

Forecasters studying recent rains in the upper Mississippi and 
Missouri river vaileys were predicting a record flood at West 
Alton, exceeding the 1973 levels. That prompted the evacuation 
order and the rele: Wednesday 

“I think we -have everyone out who is going to go out,” Wylie 
said. Of an estimated population of 800, about 30 to 50 people 
decided to stay with their homes. No injuries were reported.

Disclose public officials’ ‘blind’ income data 


By U.S. Sen. Paul Simon 


New Jersey Gov. Jim Florio 
recently issued an executive 
order banning the use of “blind 
trusts” by the top employees of 
that state. 

It is a small but significant 
blow against a fraud that is per- 
petuated on a gullible public. 

What happens is that a state 
or federal official, required by 
law or by public pressure to dis- 
close the details of his or her 
financial holdings, reveals some 
of it and then says the rest is in 
a “‘blind trust."’ 

The stated objective-is to keep 
the officeholder from making 
any decisions that might be°a 
conflict of interest. 

Some blind trusts are genuine. 

But my observation over the 
years is that the majority of 

lind-trusts are not blind. 

Joe or Jane Smith appoints his 
or her good friend to manage a 
blind trust, but it is an almost 
open secret in politics that con- 
sultation takes place between the 
owner of the assets and the man- 
ager of the assets. 

The only people blinded by 
most blind trusts are the public. 

The best rule for public disclo-

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‘Cigarette tax hike would cost 
jobs here, some legislators say

A proposed 14-cent-a-pack tax 
increase on cigarettes and tobac- 
co products would send Metro 
East residents across the Missis- 
sippi River for their nicotine fix- 
es, a group of state legislators 
says 
Sens. Howard Carroll and Wik 
liam Shaw (both’D:Cook County) 
and Denny Jacobs (D-Rock 
Island County) and Reps. Frank 
Giglio (D-Cook County) and Lar- 
ry Hicks (D-Jefferson_Coun- 
ty) — said Gov. Jim Edgar's 
proposed tax hike would cost the 
State sales revenue and jobs. 

A decision is still pending in 
the General Assembly delibera- 
tions at Springfield? 

“People can go rig@ across 
the river to St. Louis and buy 
their cigarettes,’’ Carroll said at 
a press: conference Tuesday at 
St. Louis Downtown-Parks Air- 
port in Cahokia 

“You're just encouraging peo- 
ple to make that trip. You're 
hurting the businesses along the 
river, and you're hurting Illi- 
nois,”’ he said 

“And if they. cross the river 
for cigarettes, they'll buy their 
liquor and their gasoline there, 
too." 

According to a study of excise 
tax-sensitive jobs and industry, 
the Mississippi River corridor 
from Keokuk to Carbondale 

including the Metro East 
area ranks fourth among 
regions at risk of losing revenue 
if the tax is increased. The Cook 
County area ranks first, accord- 
ing to the study 

Carroll said the tax incr 
would cost Tinois merchants 
million annually in sales lost to 
Missouri, Indiana, Kentucky and 
Michigan as residents cross 
state lines in search of cheaper 
tobacco.

Attracting wild birds 
to your yard is both fun 
and fascinating.

Birds have a tougher time 
finding food in the winter than 
they do now. If there aren't 
enough generous folks with 
feeders, the birds will have to 
look around and ‘may not be 
fortun. nough to find 
something. But now's still a 
good time to start. After all, 
birds appreciate a good meal 
any time. To us, a nice juicy 
steak is just as mouth-watering 
in July as it is in January. 


Birds have distinct prefer- 
ences about the type of foods 
they eat.

Have you ever gone out to 
eat and found your favorite 
restaurant closed up tight, out 
of business, without any 
warning? It's kind of a shock, 
but unless it was the only 
restaurant for miles, you'll | 
usually find something open. 
It's not that easy for birds. If 
you suddenly cut off their food 
supply, they may not be able 
to find an alternate source fast 
enough. This is especially.true 
during the winter months; 
Once you start feeding, they 
become dependent on you.lIf 
you must stop feeding for any 
reason, do so gradually. This 
will give them time to find 
another eating spot.

State called worst in toxic waste 


World .champion_ basketball 
teams, corn and coal are not the 
only things being produced in 
Illinois these days. 

Illinois industries can also lay 
claim to dumping more toxic 
waste into streams and sewers 
than almost-any- other state-in 
the country, a state environmen- 
tal group said. 

But at least one of the indus: 
tries cited by the Mlinois Public 
Interest Research Group’s new 
report on the state’s water sup- 
ply said it’s taking steps to clean 
up its act 

‘The report ranks Mlinois first 
in the nation for releasing toxins 
into the public sewage system, 
with more than 59 million 
pounds of pollutants discharged 
by companies yearly. 

The state is also ranked third 
for releases of toxins into “sur- 
face waters,’ such as rivers and 
lakes. 

IPIRG members said they 
based the rankings on informa- 


tion from the U.S. Environmen: 
tal Protection Agency 

‘Topping the list of companies 
that send toxins into the sewers 
was the Monsanto Co. plant in 
Sauget, followed by Rockford 
Wire Technology of Rockford, 
Carn Products and Best Foods in 
Bedford Park, Harcros Pigments 
Inc. in East St. Louis and Amoco 
Co. in Wood River 

The 3M Co. plant in Cordova, 
IBP Inc. in Geneseo, BF Good- 
rich Co. in Henry, Phoenix 
Chemical Co in East Dubuque 
and Allied-Signal Inc. in Metrop 
olis led the list of companies dis- 
charging toxins into surface 
waters 

The group did not estimate 
what, if any, damage to the 
environment the releases caused. 

IPIRG member Matthew Rog- 
ers is urging Congress to beef up 
environmental laws to penalize 
those who dump the most waste 
and to require companies to post 
warnings near waterways where 


they discharge toxins. 

‘The current law will never 
achieve its goal of fishable and 
swimmable waterways unless 
Congress adds some teeth to the 
paper tiger that the law is right 
now,” he said. 

The 3M Co. plant in Cordove, 
though, isp’t watting for-the-gev— 
ernment tg tighten regulations. 

Site Manager Jim Lewis said 
his facility will have sto 
releasing toxins into the M 
sippi River by July 1, 1994 

The plant, which produces pig- 
ments for videotapes, is working 
on a way to change the 3 million 
pounds. of ammonium sulfate it 
now releases into sodium sulfate 
Sodium sulfate in non-toxic, 
Lewis said. 

“We've done several environ 
mental-impact studies, and 
they've shown that the ammonia 
we're currently releasing has 
impact,” Lewis said, ‘‘But we' 
spending money to get out of 
ammonia. We believe it’s the 
right thing to do."

Its assumption is very 
appealing. How Can one argue 

ith-the idea-that investors can 
make the most money if they 
can simply get in near the 
bottom of a market, ride the 
market.up, and jump out just 
before it drops again? Buy low; 
sell high! 

The trick, of course, is 
identifying when to jump in and 
lout, and no one has — . 
demonstrated a timing system 
that has been successful over 
more than one market cycle in 
predicting when to move. 

There is another argument 
some market timers use to

The shorter the time period 
people are invested in the stock 
market, the more subject they 
are to violent short-term swings 
in the market. 

Investing in the market over a 
longer holding period tends to 
smooth out these swings, 
allowing investors to participate 
in the overall upward trend in 
the market 

To illustrate this point, 
examine the performance of 
growth mutual funds from 1982 
to 1992 

These would be funds that tend 
to hold shares of large, 


established companies with 
earnings expected to grow at an 
above-average rate. 

‘Over one-year investment : 
periods, these funds ranged from 
a return of plus-38 percent to . 
minus percent, or a 44 percent 
trading range 

When these funds were held 
for seven-year periods, however, 
the range of compound annual 
returns become much more 
consistent, with a low of plus-11 
percent and a high of plus-i9 
percent 

This means that, in the worst — 
seven-year period, investors still 
had an 11 percent compounded 
annual return, This was simply 
accomplished by letting time 
take its course and not market 
timing. 

The most striking result, from 
a risk viewpoint, is the change 
in the low side of the above 
sample. The risk of suffering a 
joss decreases as the investment | 
horizon is lengthened. 

One’s best in stock market 
investing is to keep time on 
one’s sidé. The more of it one is 
able to use, less is the risk that 
one will face a substantial loss

“As a group, I can’t think of 
having as many pitchers who 
have been this good" Lignoul 
said. ‘‘We would not be afraid 
to throw any of our five against 
anybody.

quality pitchers.”” 

Control appears to be the 
staff’s best asset. Through 18 
games, the Triplets pitchers 
have recorded 163 strikeouts 
against 51 walks.

The story of Ulysses Simpson 
Grant is nét a success story. His 
early adult life was marked by 
failure and disgrace 

Grant graduated from West 
Point in the lower half of his 
class and then was stationed at 
Jefferson Barracks in 1843. 

While he was stationed here, a 
friend introduced Grant to his 
sister, a socially prominent St. 
Louis woman named Julia Boggs 
Dent. Her wealthy family did not 
approve of Grant, but in 1848 he 
and Julia married anyway 

In 1854 Grant resigned from 
the Army in disgrace. It is now 
recognized that Grant was an 
alcoholic who had trouble con- 
trolling his drinking, and that's 
why he left the Army 

His father-in-law, Frederick 
Dent, gave Grant some land for 
farming. Grant worked the land 
for three years but was not a 
successful farmer. As a joke on 
himself he called his farm 
“‘Hardscrabble Farm.”’ 

His wife had been raised on a

Grant was well-liked by his 
men. He dressed plainly, without 
a scarf, sword or any of the 
trappings of power. He had a 
quiet, humble, common-sense 
manner that inspired respect 
and obedience in his men 

He later was made a lieuten- 
ant general commanding all the 
Union troops during the Civil 
War. Grant's military victories 
turned the tide against the Con- 
federacy and won the war for 
the Union. 

Grant went from being a poor, 
unsuccessful farmer in St. Louis 
to become the 18th president of 
the United States.
